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‘Mirror’ hysteria, 
‘sponsorship’ and 
Chaldi the spy 


Do you ever get the distinct feeling that 
someone's watching you, but can’t quite 
identify the culprit? 


Don't be surprised if Socceroo coach Frank Arok gets that 
same funny feeling between his shoulder blades during the 
coming weeks. 


Just as he gets ready to get the Aussie World Cup show on the road 
he must now reconcile himself to the fact that virtually every move he 
and his squad members make during the coming months will be under 
very close scrutiny and faithfully reported to the Israeli Football Asso- 
ciation. 

The Israelis, likely to be our most dangerous opponents on the road 
to a hoped-for final play-off against one of the European nations, 
wasted no time at all in ensuring that they have eyes and ears in this 
far-flung part of the soccer world. 

And, believe me, they have come up with an expert in tha 
person of a former National Soccer League coach of the your, 
the shrewd Gerry Chaldi-. 

Formerly a star of the Israeli national team, not to mention Sydney 
Hakoah’s super team of the early sixties, with dozens of appearances 
to his credit against a wide variety of countries, including such exotica 
in current-day political terms as a World Cup match against the Soviet 
Union in Moscow, the French-born Chaldi has been content to ply his 
trade as a Sydney taxi driver, since leaving West Adelaide Hellas sav- 
eral years ago. 

But Chaldi’s role in Israel's World Cup campaign extends way 


beyond spying on the Socceroos. He is trying to cover the whole § 


Oceania scene from his home in Sydney's eastern suburbs. 

In fact, his greatest problem last week was how to get the goods on 
China Taipsi (Taiwan). 

Lest anyone becomes chagrined over Chaldi’s aid to the Israelis, rest 
easy. 

Just remember Frank Arok’'s first reaction after being appointed to 
the job. 

He too will have a full dossier on all our opponents’ weaknesses and 
strengths. 


Sponsorship it’s not 
Seems that skirmishing has again erupted between 
the NSL and the ASF, this time on two fronts: 


@ The West Nally involvement, and 

@ Affilitions of individual offica holders with the league. 

To take these points one by one, readers of “Soccer Action” have 
been forewarned about the possible pitfalls of the marketing agree- 
ment by my colleague Les Shorrock and myself a few weeks ago. 

| would appreciate, though, if the agreement wasn't ever referrad to 
again as a sponsorship, because it isn't. 

Sponsorship is a form of donation in the hope of public relat- 
ions benefits, while marketing ia a straight out business con- 
tract in the case of West Nally's involvement, with all the 
duties and implications such an arrangement implies. 

As for the method of datermining the eligibility of individuals 10 lead 
the NSL, let me just make two points. 

Seeing how we ére pinching all sorts of ideas from the USA, it is 
valid to point out that all American pro leagues, whatever the sport, 
are led by commissioners with no affiliation to any of the member 
clubs and with great discretionary powers. 

The current moves to change eligibility rules would also be more 
convincing if it weren't for the fact that they surfaced only after dis- 
agreements between ASF leaders and those elected to lead the NSL. 

Furthermore, it is valid to point out that the NSL clubs should be 
mature enough to choose whoever they wish ta lead them. After all, 
their survival hinges on such decisions. 


Life at the top 


In a recent issue of the national daily, ““The Austral- — 


ian,” Sir Arthur George recalled how he “agonised” 
over Les Scheinflug’s position as Socceroo coach. 


“| sant a message via my secretary in December to make sure he 
got a club coaching position. 

“If he did not gat the message by then, something was wrong,” the 
ASF boss stated. 

One would think Sir Arthur could have found the time to personally 
“deliver” the message to Scheinflug, instead of via one of his employ- 
ees. A 
But then that would imply changing to a leadership style which is 
obviously foreign to him. 


Hot air and hoo ha 

If ever there was a beat-up story it was the “Day of 
disgrace’’ nonsense over the Hakoah v Olympic match 
recently. 

And all of it emanated from one source, a colleague who writes for 
Sydney's afternoon tabloid “Daily Mirror,” as well as moonlighting for 
radio 2GB and another soccer weekly. 

The trouble is that in all his righteous indignation he threw the pro- 
verbial baby out with the bathwater. 

For instance, his local soccer reports in “The Mirror's” March 26 
issue consisted of 29 paragraphs, a great deal of valuable space. 

Unfortunately, only one, repeat one, paragraph attempted even a 
cursory description of the actual soccer action In the dozen or so 
matches. 

We were also treated to the almost biblical concept of suggestions 
that the alleged sins of Hakoah players be visited on the head of their 
coach Eddie Thomson, putting his appointment as Socceroo B team 
coach in jeopardy. 

The same journo’s nine-paragraph report in a soccer publication 
dealt with the actual soccer only in the last paragraph, letting us know 
“for the record” that “Soccer Action’s” Peter Katholos, as well as 
Barnes and Kosmina, did manage ta find the net. 

The crowning glory of this two-day rampage through the media was 
the statement broadcast over 2GB, stating that supporters, who, indic- 


| entally, were stoning and pelting the Sydney City Hakoah bench before 


anyone was sent off, were “justified” in their rather repulsive carry- 
ings-on after the match. 

Finally, even the poor skinheads, never more than 10 to 20 of them 
at Hakoah matches, were blamed for the hullabaloo, 

That, as anyone who bothered to observe what went on knows, is 
simply untrue. 

To round off a good week, our friend returned to the airwaves pre- 
dicting death, | repeat, death, if they dare to turn up for the Hakoah 
match against Croatia.

The NSL decided at the weekend to allow Adamstown 
Rosebud to take KB‘s place in the league, and also be 
credited with the points gained by KB so far. 

However, it ruled that Rosebud would have to pay 
transfer fees for the KB players, for the good of KB’s 
creditors. 

Rosebud director Joe Lanzoni said that the new club 
does not have enough monpy to pay transfer fees. In 
fact, it has offered the KB playors a lot less than they 
were getting from the old club. 

Rosebud has already paid the league a $7000 joining fee, so 
it has little left. 

Without the KB players, Rosebud would have to field a team 
of players from the club’s Northern NSW First Division side. The 
best of them are left back Warren Davies, and young English 
striker Derek Todd. 

Rosebud finished third behind Central Coast Association and 
Weston Bears in the North NSW First Division last season. Its 
former stars include Col Curran, Joe Senkalski, Graham 
Jennings, Ray Baartz, Ron Giles and Alex Cameron. The 
club is about 100 years old, has a glowing reputation in New- 
castle and boasts a plush licensed club. It plays at Adamstown 
Oval, which has covering for about 700, and is about to be 
equipped with floodlights. 

The directors of Newcastle Rosebud United — the company 
formed three months ago in anticipation of KB United folding 

— are Paul Colver (president), Joe Lanzoni (senior vice-pres- 
ident), Allan Davies (junior vice-president) and Frank Davies. 

KB United's demise caused NSL manager Steve Kamazz, in 
a TV interview last week, to express doubts about the success 
of the new NSL format. 

“We decided on the new format in order to cut costs and 
maximise crowds,” he said, “but while we're happy with what's 
happening in Melbourne, we're disappointed with the crowds in 
Sydney.” 

Meanwhile, the KB United players are disappointed that 
Rosebud decided to appoint a new coach, Jim Foley, rather 
than Ken Kaiser, the man who coached KB United. 

Newcastle KB United collapsed when Ken Sparrow, one of 
the four remaining directors (there were eight initially) resigned. 

That left the club without a quorum and so it was 
unable even to appoint new directors. 


Newcastle KB United had sponsorship of $30,000 from Carl- 
ton and United Breweries for 1984, and CUB also covered a 
$30,000 overdraft by the club. However, KB United had bud- 
geted for a further sponsorship amount of $50,000 from other 
sources, which fell through. 

NSW State League club Sutherland Shire applied for the vac- 
ancy when KB folded, but the NSL has decided it is preferable 
to admit another Northern NSW club. 
















I think the NSL 
should be prepared 
for further prob- 
lems before the 
season ends. 


Newcastle KB United’s 
collapse is untikely to be the 
only casualty: half a dozen 
or more clubs eventually 
could follow them into obliv- 
ion. 

It’s hardly a secret that 
Wollongong, Canberra and 
Heidelberg have financial 
worries; Olympic’s debt is 
allegedly near the $500,000 
mark, 

And then there are others. 
Sydney Hakoah, APIA, Foot- 
scray J.U.S.T. or the two Ad- 
elaide teams may not face 
immediate insolvency — but 
they certainly have been 
wondering, for some time, 
the widsem of carrying on in 
the NSL. 

Newcastle’s collapse is a 
shocking indictment of Aus- 
tralian soccer — and I mean 
‘Australian’ as very distinct 
from ethnic-Australian. 

Here we had a team enjoy- 
ing monopoly in a large in- 






















dustrial city; never in 
danger of relegation — by 
guarantee! 






They were the boom city 
of 1978 and 1979, with report- 
ed average crowds of 10,000 
— the largest in NSL history. 

They could use the Inter- 
national Sports Centre for 
their home games — and 
even if the rent might have 
been high, it’s still a damn 
sight less than spending a 
million bucks or so on your 
own stadium, as St. George, 
Marconi and Croatia did. 

Over the years Newcastle 
sold some of their best talent 
— Boden, the two Tredin- 
nicks, Bertogna, Lowe — 
collecting sizeable sums. 

How can they go broke? 

I feel it would serve a very 
useful purpose if a public in- 
quiry was held into the cir- 
cumstances of Newcastle’s 
disappearance. 

Some years ago Western 
Suburbs was allowed to drift 
out of the NSL — amid 
rumors of mismanagement 
and strange financial 
“‘deals”’. 

If an investigation showed 
that Newcastle’s collapse 
was due “only” to poor ad- 
ministration and manage- 
ment, at least the soccer 
public would stop feeding on 
rumors of malfeasance. 

Mind you — I don’t know 
whether I’d prefer to hear 
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that Newcastle went to the 
wall in an honest but stupid 
way. 

If that can happen to a 
Newcastle, there is absolu- 
tely no hope for any genuine 
Australian district club to 
survive without a heavy 
ethnic link. 

And that goes for Adams- 
town Rosebud, too. I cannot 
believe that Adamstown, 
just because of their poker 
machines and bar licence, 
will succeed where New- 
castle failed. 

Indeed, I feel it was wrong 
to bring in Adamstown as a 
replacement for Newcastle. 

If Newcastle couldn’t con- 
tinue, fine, they could have 
dropped out. But why was it 
necessary to replace them 
with a club which had never 
applied for NSL membership 
and never been officially 
checked out? 

The Australian Confer- 
ence could have carried on 
with 12 teams — and blast 
the occasional inter-confer- 
oie match or whatever it 


Surely it would have been 
better, from a sporting point 
of view, to make some other 
arrangements for that occa- 
sional inter-conference 
Junacy rather than draft a 
club into the NSL without 
any known credentials. 

And what sort of a league 
is it, anyway, where one 
week a team faces New- 
castle and the next week an- 
other team meets Adams- 
town — as if identical oppo- 
nents could be cloned? 

So far three clubs have 
dropped out of the NSL: 
Mooroolbark, Western 
Suburbs and Newcastle. Not

The last time the Northern 
NSW team took part in an 
interstate game was in April, 
1970 against Queensland in 
conjunction with the official 
opening of the International 
Sports Centre. 

Northern NSW has been a 
prolific nursery especially in 
the years before the sixties 
when two-thirds of the Aus- 
tralian team came from New- 
castle and surrounding dis- 
tricts. 

Notable stars of that era 
were the immortal Reg Date 
and Artie Quill, both still 
ardent followers of Newcastle 
KB United. 

After the 1959 soccer revolu- 
tion, Newcastle continued to 
produce players of outstanding 
ability and the names of Ray 
Baartz and Col Curran im- 
mediately spring to mind. 
Baartz was a regular in Rale 
Rasic’s 1974 World Cup team 
until a Uruguayan elbow cut 
short a brilliant career. 

The trend has continued 
even among the present crop 
of internationals where one 
finds Marshall Soper, Graham 
Jennings, Peter Tredinnick 
and possibly David Lowe 
knocking at the door. 

However, the most success- 
ful Northern NSW product 
certainly has been Liverpool 
midfielder Craig Johnston. 
Craig, a Lake Macquarie 
junior product, clawed his way 
to the top in the difficult sur- 
roundings of English League 
Soccer and is an established 
player in what is commonly 
regarded as the best club team 
in Europe. 

The present crop of repre- 
sentatives is young and in- 
experienced but some promis- 
ing players are emerging and 
judging by Northern NSW’s il- 
lustrious record, nobody in 
their right mind would dismiss 
this side lightly.
